Grat  iTUDE  for  favours  which,  ever 
fince  I firft  folicited  your  countenance  and 
patronage,  you  have  moif  liberally  bellowed 
on  me,  and  enabled  me  to  produce  fuch 
difcoveries  and  experiments  as,  I hope,  have 
tended  to  your  perfonal  embellifhment,  in- 
duces me  to  fubmit  the  perufal  of  the  fol- 
lowing fatls  to  your  attention. — The  head 
of  hair,  after  licknefs,  generally  exhibits 
fo  lamentable  an  appearance,  that  every 
perfon  who  is  fufceptible  of  the  irnportance 
of  fo  great  an  ornament,  when  in  a Hate 
of  perfeclion,  mull  deplore  its  lofs,  and 
wilh  for  a means  of  rellorinv  it  to  its  ori- 
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ginal  excellence.  My  profelTional  lludy 
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lias  ever  been  to  improve  the  countenances 
of  my  fair  patrons,  and  in  no  inftance  have 
I fucceeded  more  to  my  fatisfaclion,  than 
in  liiy  attempt  to  ertablilh  the  charafter  of 
Bear’s  Grease.  Your  improvement  guid- 
ing my  pen,  I hope,  through  exciting  your 
curiofiiy  in  the  prefent  inftance,  I Ihall, 
mo're  than  ever,  embellifli  the  firft  of  your 
perfonal  ornaments  without  exception. 
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perfonal  ornaments  that  grace  the 


fair  part  of  the  creation,  perhaps  no  charm  is  fo 
attracftive  as  that  they  derive  from  the  head  of  hair 
being  in  that  luxuriant  ftate  of  beauty,  which  the 
Almighty  bellowed  on  the  primitive  mother,  as 
the  bell  auxiliary  to  foften  the  father  of  mankind, 
and  guide  him  through  the  mazes  of  life  with  inex- 
preflible  pleafure.  This,  even  after  the  tranf- 
greffion  and  fall  of  man,  he  continued  to  bellow  on 
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the  fair  daughters^  of  creation,  as  the  beft  means  to 
foften  the  roughnefs  of  our  nature,  and  folace  us 
after  the  toils  and  fatigues  of  agriculture,  which 
undoubtedly  was  the  firft  employment  that  occupied 
the  attention  of  mankind. 

Thus  did  tins  fuperb  embelliihment  continue  to 
add  lovelinefs  to  women  and  delight  to  man,  un- 
till  difeafe,  with  rapid  ftrides,  began  to  iDake  in- 
roads on  the  happinefs  of  the  world,  and  the 
hair  of  thofe  who  experienced  thefe  dreadful  vi- 
fitations,  (for  dreadful  they  muft  be  in  the  extreme) 
inftead  of  prefenting  that  fine,  flowing  appearance, 
became  poor,  fickly,  and  emaciated  ; inftead  of 
proving  that  pleafing  fpeftacle'it  was  wont,  it  was 
difguftful  in  the  extreme  j fo  that  thofe  objefts  who 
were  before  contemplated  with  the  rnioft  rapturous 
fatisfaftion,  were  now  beheld,  by  the  juft  and 
generous,  with  pity  and  forrow,  and  by  the  un- 
principled, (for  there  were  good  and  bad  even  at 
the  earlieft  periods  of  time)  with  fcorn,  contempt, 
and  indifference. 

Evils  of  every  kind  fhould  be  traced  to  their 
fource,  otherwife  the  benefits  which  ineftimable 
difcoveries  beftow,  will  not  be  feen  in  that  advan- 
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tageous  light  in  which  they  fliould  be  Ihewn,  as 
the  beft  means  of  elucidating  their  great  utility, 
and  of  being,  through  a convidtion  of  their  excel- 
lence of  that  fervice,  they  were  originally  intended 
for  the  perfonal  adornment  of  thofe  who,  through 
misfortune,  have  occafion  for  fuch  invaluable 
affiftance. 

Infidelity  has  more  frequently  occurred  through 
the  lofs  of  perfonal  accomplilhments,  than  from 
the  attradiion  of  a new  objedl  j how  necelTary, 
therefore  is  it  for  all  who  have  lovers  or  hulbands 
that  they  would  wifh  to  preferve,  to  keep  the 
charms,  they  derive  from  nature,  in  their  original 
perfection  and  elpecially  that  of  the  head  of  hair, 
which  is  certainly  a confideration  of  the  firfl;  and 
nioft  material  importance. 

When  the  evil  in  queftion  firfl:  prefented  itfelfj 
the  primitive  phyficians  exerted  their  art  in  vain, 
to  difcover  a means  of  reftoring  the  hair  to.  its 
priftine  tone  of  health  and  original  ftate  of  per- 
fedlion;  but  all  to  little  or  no  pufpofe  for  many 
centuries.

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The  emaciated  condition  of  the  hair  always  was 
a faithful  portraiture  of  the  invaded  health  of  the 
parties  that  had  been  afflidled,  nor  could  human 
forefight  penetrate  into  the  caufe  of  the  exiftence 
of  this  dreadful  fpecies  of  debility. 

Nations  may  boaft  of  their  being  refined  and 
polifhedj  but  it  is  not  to  the  credit  of  thofc  who 
have  for  centuries  been  in  a ftate  of  civilization, 
to  be  preceded  by  the  moft  rude  uncultivated  fa- 
vages,  in  difcovering  a mode  of  reftoring  the 
hair  to  its  former  beauty  of  tint  and  foftnefs  o 
texture,  and  that  in  cafes  where  its  puerile  appear- 
ance rendered  the  improvement  of  the  greateft 
confequence  and  advantage  to  perfonal  appearance. 

The  favages  have,  for  a length  of  time,  madeufe 
of  Bear's  Greajey  as  the  beft  and  moft  infallible 
means  of  keeping  the  human  hair  in  that  flate  of 
perfeftion  without  which  it  can  never  be  an  or- 
nament to  the  pofleffor : with  the  (kins  of  thefe 
creatures  they  make  themfelves  coverings,  and 
with  their  fat  keep  their  hair  in  that  foft,  flexible 
and  improving  ftate,  which  has  afluredly  ren- 
dered them  the  envy  of  Europeans.  Thus  the 
animals  which  afforded  them  amufement  in  their 
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lives;  when  dead  nourilhed  the  moft  attractive 
charm  of  all  their  exterior  accomplilhments. 

The  fuperior  excellence  of  the  hair  of  the  Indians 
to  that  of  any  nations  in  the  univerfe,  foon  occa- 
honed  an  enquiry  into  the  caufe,.  and  the  refult 
was,  that  the  intelligence  of  this  invaluable  dif- 
covery  foon  extended  to  the  remoteft  quarters  of 
the  globe ; nor  can  we  be  amazed  at  fo  admirable 
an  addition  to  perfonal  appearance,  at  length 
reaching  a people  fo  defirous  as  the  Englifh  are  of 
attaining  the  Achme  of  perfeftion,  in  whatever  re- 
gards the  improvement  of  thofe  accomplilhments 
with  which  they  are  moft  liberally  gifted  by  nature. 

The  human  countenance  is  certainly  the  epitome 
of  excellence  : what  cah  exceed  the  features  of  a 
young  and  beautiful  female  graced  with  fuch 
ringlets,  fuch  teeth,  fuch  eyes,  as  abfolutely  to 
prefent  us  with  an  idea  of  fomething  more  than 
mortal.  Should  not  the  treafures  of  every  country 
be  fought  after  with  avidity,  to  increafe  the  work 
of  fafeination,  and  deck  the  daughters  of  Britain 
in  that  pride  of  lovelinefs  which  renders  them  fo 
inexpreflibly  delightful  and  agreeable. 
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The  Indian  women,  to  whom  nature  has  not 
been  fo  lavifh  of  her  bounty,  deriving  fuch  an  in- 
cieafe  of  charms  from  the  ufe  of  Bear’s  Greaje,  was 
a fuiEcient  inducement  for  thofe  animals  to  be 
imported  into  every  county,  where  beauty  is  more 
predominant,  and  particularly  into  a nation  where 
it  fhines  with  fuch  fuperior  luftre  as  in  England. 
If  thofe  women  whofe  fkins  were  turned  through 
intense  heat,  could  receive  additional  beauty  from

Theftrength  ofSampfon,  according  to  fcriptural 
tradition,  lay  in  his  hair,  and  from  the  hair  ge- 
generally  falling  off  when  the  flrength  is  impaired  by 
violent  fits  of  illnefs  j it  is  demonftrable  that,  that 
ornament,  when  in  its  full  vigour,  is  as  great  a proof 
of  health  and  flrength  as  can  be  adduced  from  any 
external  advantage  j weak  and  puerile  hair  are 
pofitively  either  the  wrecks  of  illnefs  or  prognofti- 
cate  its  approach.  The  hair  never  exhibits  a 
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more  wretched  appearance  than  after  the  vifitation 
of  a malignant  fever;  how  effentially  neceflary, 
therefore,  is  It  for  thofe  who  have  been  in  that  la- 
mentable fituation,  to  embrace  the  fureft  method 
and  earlieft  opportunity  of  re;moving.  every  trace 
and  veftige  of  difeafe. 

In  thefe  cafes,  the  hair  is  frequently  fo  weak- 
ened as  to  come  off  by  handfuls  every  time  it  is 
combed,  and  unlefs  that  moft  falutary  and  power- 
ful of  all  reftcratives.  Bear’s  Grtafe,  is  applied  in 
time,  the  total  lols  of  it  is  to  be  apprehended. 
The  millions  oi  perfons  who  have,  fince  the  intro- 
duftion  of  Bear’s  Greaje  into  this  country,  re- 
ceived convidion  of  its  falutary  quality  and  reno- 
vating nature,  is  a fufficient  plea  for  the  publica- 
tion of  this  little  treatife,  nor  lliould  any  difeovery 
of  importance  be  withheld  from  being  diffeminated 
through  the  medium  of  the  prefs* 

The  art  of  printing  was  certainly  invented  for 
the  efpecial  purpofe  of  conveying  every  ufcful 
fpecies  of  knowledge  to  the  public  : and  what 
can  be  of  greater  utility  than  a defeription  of  the 
qualities  of  an  article  that  has,  fince  its  firft  intro- 
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duiflion,  been  of  the  moft  eflential  fervice,  not 
only  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  country  in  parti- 
cular, but  to  thofe  of  the  moil  remote  and  diftant 
regions  of  the  globe. 


CHAP.  II. 


rhe  Introdu5lion  of  Bears  Greafe  to  the  Inha-i 
bitants  of  this  Country. — Qiiotaiions  from 
Milton,  xtiith  Comments  to  fiew  the  Necefjity 
of  keeping  the  Hair  in  the  greatef  Perfeclion  . 
Perfonal  appearance  how  much  improved  by 
fuch  an  Attention. 

the  perfon  who  firft  killed  a Bear  in  this 
Country,  for  the  purpofe  of  fu^  plying  thofe 
whofe  Hair  was  in  an  impoverilhed  hate,  with  its 
greafe,  we  think  all  who  have  received  that  inefti- 
mable  benefit  which  the  ufe  of  it  beflow's,  are  under 
the  greateft  of  obligations,  obligations  which  f jin 
his  having  been  long  fince  deceafed,  they  can  never 
repay,  although  a common  fenfe  of  duty  might 
induce  them  to  refledt  upon  his  memory  v/ith  gra- 
titude. Senfible  that  there  are  no  people  more 
grateful  than  the  Englifh,  or  have  a more  indeli- 
ble idea  ‘of  the  heinoufnefs  of  ingratitude,  the 
Author  of  thefe  fheets  is  happy  in  having  it  in  his 
power  to  acquaint  them  from  indifputable  informa- 
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tion,  that  it  was  a Mr*  Townfend  an  Apothccary:» 
who  refided  near  a century  fince,  in  the  Hay- 
market, 

This  gentleman  rendered  himfelf  popular  by 
diredling  his  refearches  towards  fuch  objefts  as 
would  from  their  immediate  importance  he  of  the 
greateft  fervice  to  the  Public.  By  them  he  lived^ 
and  proved  that  he  deferved  to  thrive,  their  advan- 
tage being  of  fuch  confideration,  that  he  always 
confulted  it  before  his  own  emolument.  Charadters 
of  this  defcription  generally  from  the  incontrovert- 
ible reafon  that  appeared  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, feldom  fail  of  being  rewarded  with  an  en- 
couragement equal  to  their  expeftations,  be  their 
hopes  ever  fp  earneft  or  fanguine. 

But  among  the  numerous  objedts  to  which  he 
in  a moft  induftrious  and  laudable  manner,  di^ 
redted  his  attention  for  the  public  good,  none  have 
fucceeded  in  fo  abundant  a degree  as  his  importa- 
tion of  Bears  from  thofe  Countries  moft:  famous 
for  breed  ng  them  in  the  greateft  perfedlion,  which 
he  fattened  and  rendered  the  Greafe  down  in  pots 
for  the  public  ufe.  During  his  life  the  Nobility 
and  Gentry  of  the  day  always  honoured  him  with  a 


preferance  for  that  Subftance,  knowing  him  to  be 
an  honeft  and  fair  tradefman,  and  above  impofing 
a fpurious  article  upon  them,  as  was  then  too  much 
the  praftice,  though  not  in  that  degree  as  at  the 
prefeht  sera  of  time. 

The  refult  was  that  as  they  could  depend  upon 
purchafing  it  at  his  Shop  or  Warehoufe,  in  the 
moft:  pure  and  genuine  ftate,  it  never  failed  to  an- 
fwer  the  expected  purpofes : a circumftance  that 
eftablilhed  its  reputation,  and  occafioned  the  moft 
refpe6lable  families  to  buy  it  with  an  avidity,  that 
\vas  the  beft  eftimate  of  its  efficacy  and  virtue : 
Excellence  of  every  kind  will  generally  produce 
Innovation,  and  in  no  inftance  was  this  truth  ever 
more  exemplified  than  in  the  number  of  fpurious 
compofitions,  that  were  impofed  upon  the  credu- 
lous Under  the  appellation  of  Bears  Grease.  This 
impofition  was  praeftifed  to  fo  great  a degree  as  to 
bring  that  incomparable  Article  into  great  difre* 
putc.  To  remedy  this  abufe  it  therefore  became 
neceflTary  to  fell  it  upon  Oath,  which  foon  reftored 
it  to  its  former  reputation,  and  gave  the  fair 
tradefman  an  admirable  opportunity  of  triumph- 
ing over  a fet  of  impofters,  the  fummit  of  whof« 


ambition  is  to  delude  like  the  ferpent  of  old,  thofe 
on  whom  they  pradice  their  infidious  artifice. 

Since  the  introdudion  of  Bears  Greafe  to  the 
attention  of  the  firft  families,  thofe  oils  which  have 
been  falfhly  afferted  to  make  the  Hair  grow  as  faft 
or  fafter  than  that  incomparable  fubftance,  have 
entirely  loft  their  popularity:  Comparifon  is  the 
beft  proof  of  excellence.  Let  two  perfons  make 
the  experiment  and  the  refult  will  decide  which 
deferves  the  preference  j let  the  one  ufe  the  moft 
nutritive  Oil  without  exception,  for  the  purpofe 
of  renovating  the  human  Hair,  after  it  has  been 
impoveriflied  by  a violent  fit  of  illnefs.  The 
other  fimple,  pure,  unadulterated  Bears  Greafe: 
The  eonfequeiice  will  be  that  the  Hair  of  the  per- 
fon  who  makes  the  latter  experiment,  will  be  re- 
ftored  to  its  priftine  tone  of  vigour,  natural  ftrength 
of  curl  and  original  beauty  of  texture,  while  the 
other  will  continue  to  languifli  in  that  emaciated 
ft-ate,  which  inftead  of  a defirable  will  render  it  an 
cfFenfive  objed  to  all  beholders. 

This  is  not  the  chemerical  idea  of  a perfon  who 
never  made  the  experiment,  but  the  juft  conclufion 
of  him  who  on  the  contrary  has  devoted  whole 
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years  to  the  purpofe  of  difcovering  every  improve- 
ment that  could  tend  to  nourifh,  invigorate,  and 
facilitate  the  growth  of  loexquifite  a'perfonal  adorn- 
ment as  the  head  of  Hair. 

A man  who  has  a fine  head  of  Hair,  poflefles 
an  acqtiifition  of  the  confequence  to  his  per- 
fonal  appearance,  which  beftows  a kind  of  majeftic 
dignity  to  his  countenance,  and  a certain  manlinefs 
to  his  form,  that  is  moft  beautifully  defcribed  in 
Milton’s  fublime  Foem  of  Paradile  Loft. 

“ His  fair  large  front  and  eyes  fublime  declar’d 
“ Abfolute  rule,  and  hyaciiithen  locks 
" Round  from  his  parted  forelock  manly  hung 
“ Cluft’ring,  but  not  beneath  his  ftioulders  broad.” 

But  the  grace  that  is  derived  from  this  ineftima- 
ble  ornament  to  Woman,  that  beauty  of  creation,  is 
great  beyond  conception.  What  can  be  more  de- 
fcriptive  of  her  cnarms  than  the  following  extracts 
from  the  fame  immortal  bard. 

" She  as  a veil  down  to  her  {lender  waift 
“ Her  unadorned  golden  rrefles  wore 
‘‘  Diftie veil’d,  but  in  wanton  ringlets  wav’d 

As  the  vine  curls  her  tendrils.” 
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And  again  when  Adam  had  with  that  care  and 
afliduity,  which  the  Almighty  has  implanted  in 
our  nature  for  the  welfare  of  the  Woman  of  our 
hearts,  induftrioufly  cndeaVoureci  to  welcome  her 
return  home,  with  every  pleafure  the  fertility  of 
his  imagination  could  procure,  the  following  deli- 
cately exprefled  lines  appear. 

**  Adam  the  while 

Waiting  defirous  her  return  had  wove 

Of  choiceft  flowers,  a garland  to  adorn 

Her  trelTes.” 

Thus  in  the  infancy  of  the  Worlc^  the  Hair  was 
acknowledged  to  give  to  beauty  a charm  beyond 
the  reach  of  art,  and  to  thofe  females  to  whom 
nature  had  not  been  liberal  in  her  diftribution  of 
that  all  powerful,  all  attradtive^  and  commanding 
quality,  an  agreeablenefs  which  no  other  external 
perfedlion  could  poffibly  procure. 

The  head  of  Hair  when  drefled  to  advantage 
and  cultivated  with  care,  is  certainly  a fuperiof 
attradlion  which  nothing  can  compenfate  for  the 
lofs  of,  fo  that  it  behoves  every  Man  and  Woman 
to  exert  the  utmoft  of  human  power  to  bring  it 
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to  that  ftate  of  excellence,  T^hich  will  ennoble  and 
not  degrade  the  poffelTor. 

If  at  the  peopling  of  the  world,  this  luxuriant 
gift  of  providence  was  the  moft  recommendatory 
charm  appertaining  to  woman,  and  the  pofitive 
delight  of  man’s  ex  Hence ; who  can  wonder  at  its 
continuing  to  occupy  more  of  the  attention  of  the 
ladies,  than  any  other  grace  without  exception, 
and  as  it  is  an  objeft  to  which  they  cannot  direcb 
too  much  of  their  notice,  hope  they  will  not  be  fo 
regardlefs  to  their  own  intereft,  as  not  to  embrace 
every  means  in  their  power  to  preferve  it  in  that 
ftate  of  perfeftion,  by  which  alone  it  can  only  con- 
rinue  the  object  of  univerfal  admiration. 

The  all  fubduing  power  of  beauty  has  captivated 
the  greateft  of  conqueror,  meliorated  the  rough- 
nefs  of  their  nature,  and  foftened  their  hearts  to 
Jove. 

The  fpear  and  target  have  been  negledled,  and 
that  martial  outfide  fo  neceflary  to  a real  Warrior, 
fuperceded  by  a regard  to  the  graces  of  perfon, 
by  a wifh  to  render  ourfelves  amiable  in  the  eyes 
of  the  objeds  pf  our  choice,  and  by  a de fire  of 
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relinqinfhing  the  charafter  of  a conqueror  for  that 
of  a captive. 

What  afFefls  this  transformation  but  woman  in 
all  the  pride  of  youth  and  thofe  appendages  of 
charms  which  invefts  her  with  full  power  to  pradtice 
her  attradlions  with  fuccefs.  The  Artillery  of  love  is 
never  fo  formidable  as  when  the  elegancies  of  Arc 
havebeen  liberally  employed  to  embellifh  the  gene- 
rous gifts  of  nature.  The  aid  which  a real  beauty 
receives  from  preferving  her  Head  of  Hair,  in  that 
tone  of  vigour,  ftate  of  health  and  fertility  of  growth 
which  renders  her  the  envy  of  her  own  fex,  and 
the  pride  of  ours  is  infinitely  greater  than  it  is  in 
the  power  of  language  to  deferibe.  But  this  is 
not  to  be  accomplifhed,  even  if  no  Sicknefs  inter- 
venes, without  having  recourfe  to  Bears  Greaje, 
fince  the  hair  is  of  a dry  nature  and  wants  that 
moift  and  refrefhing  nutriment  which  can  only 
be  obtained  by  the  ufe  of  that  ificomphrable 
fubftance.

fince,  from  that  it  receives  its  beautiful  length, 
healthy  condition,  and  elegant  appearance.  Per- 
fons  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  health,  requiring 
this  indifpenfible  auxiliary,  what  may  not  thofe 
dread  who  omit  the  ufe  of  it,  after  recovering 
from  a violent  fever,  &c.  Although  their 
recovery  from  difealc  muft  be  a great  blels- 
ing  to  them,  yet  their  minds  cannot  be  in  a very 
convalefcent  ftate,  when  they  behold  the  wrecks  of 
indifpofition  moft  lamentably  depicted  in  the  re- 
mains of  hair,  which  muft  excite  general  commise- 
ration. 

Be  the  perfonage  ever  fo  handfome  in  refpecSt 
to  countenance,  elegant  in  regard  to  form,  and  in 
poflefllonof  all  the  advantages  that  drefs  can  beftow, 
ftill  if  the  hair  is  in  a thin,  puerile,  & emaciated  ftate 
his  or  her  appearance,  inftead  of  commanding  ref- 
pefl,  muft  be  obferved  with  pity  and  compalTion, 
and  vice  verfa,  be  the  features  ever  fo  homely,  the 
fliape  ever  fo  inelegant,  and  the  attire  ever  fo  indif- 
ferently chofen,  ftill  the  hair  from  being  diligently 
attended  will  make  fuch  ample  amends  for  thefe 
defefts,  that  the:  features,  form,  and  habit,  fo  far 
from  difgufting,  will  appear  agreeable.

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When  the  hair  is  impoverifhed  by  ficknefs,  or  its 
native  beauty  deftroyed  by  wilful  negled,  the  eye 
lofes  its  luftre,  each  particular  feature  its  proper 
exprefllon,  and  the  whole  countenance  its  vivacity. 

Nothing  is  a greater  a6b  of  ingratitude  towards 
the  all-wife  difpofer  of  events,  than  to  negleft  to 
embrace  every  means  in  our  power  to  keep  the 
perfonal  accomplilhments  with  which  he  has  adorn- 
ed us,  in  that  perfe{51:  ftate  in  which  we  received 
them.  The  juftnefs  of  this  obfervation  mud 
convince  every  rational  being,  that  a want  of  cleanli- 
nefs,  efpecially  in  refpe6l  to  our  perfons,  is  cer- 
tainly a crime  of  far  greater  magnitude  than  it  is 
at  prefent  confidered  by  thofe  to  whom  habit  has 
rendered  the  commiffion  of  it  almoft  unavoidable. 

Thefe  thoughts  being  fuggefted  by  a compre- 
henOve  view  of  the  fubjeft  in  queftion  and  pub- 
liiliedwich  a wifh  to  fee  the  Head  of  Hair  of  every 
Lady  or  Gentleman,  that  great  ornament  which  the 
creator  of  the  world  intended  it,  it  is  prefumed 
that  fo  laudable  adefign  cannotgive  any  individual 
oifence ; but  will,  on  the  contrary,  be  received  with 
that  candour  and  good  nature,  for  which  the  En- 
glifh  have  been  diflinguiihed  for  time  immemorial. 
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CHAP  III.

The  idea  is  as  weak 
as  the  intention  is  wicked. 

With  equal  propriety  it  might  be  advanced 
that  thefe  ineftimable  oils,  (for  ineftimable  they 
muft  be  if  they  could  accomplifh  fuch  a purpofe,) 
would  make  hair  grow  on  inanimate  fubftances. 

This  fterile  Idea  although  conceived  in  folly 
was  brought  into  the  world  to  deceive  thofe  whom 
it  is  fpecioufly  pretended  it  will  effentially  ferve. 
It  might  as  well  have  been  afferted  that,  thefe 
oils  poflefled  the  efficacious  virtue  of  the  waters  of 
hethe,  and  that  whofoever  rubbed  their  hair  with  it 
‘would  forget  their  paft  troubles,  and  anxieties. 
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"Apropos,  being  upon  the  fubjeft  of  forgetfulnefs, 
we  hope  the  world  will  not  forget  that  fuch  decep- 
tions have  been  ufed  to  the  great  detriment  of 
articles  of  known  utility  and  excellence,  but  as  it 
is  a painful  talk  to  dwell  on  fuch  atrocities,  the 
prefent  theme  of  our  argument  is  difmiffed,  with 
the  fatisfaflion  that,  by  thus  cautioning  the  public, 
the  repetition  of  this  praftice  will  confequently 
be  attended  with  lefs  fuccels  than  ever.

is  loft,  and  never  heard  of  more.  Herdefertion 
of  natural  cleanlinefs  accelerates  her  fall,  and  ftie 
who  engrofied  the  voice  of  praife,  is  continually 
being  corroded  by  the  found  of  cenlure.  If  llie  is 
noticed,  it  is  only  to  excite  a general  laugh  at  her 
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folly.  She  deferves  no  pity  for  relinquifliing  a 
power  which  the  magnitude  of  her  perfections 
would  have  fecured  her  the  pofleffion  of  to  extreme 
old  age. 

A woman,  on  the  contrary,  who,  through  a 
competent  idea  of  the  advantages  which  the  perfon 
derives  from  drefs,  and  the  countenance,  from  the 
affiftance  of  fuch  axiliaries  as  are  eafily  to  be  ob- 
tained in  this  metropolis,  perfifts  in  the  confident 
refolution  of  exploring  the  regions  of  art  to  give 
to  her  natural  perfedions  a liability  of  charm ; is 
like  a fun  in  the  hemifpnere  of  fafhion,  which,  each 
revolving  day  fhines  with  added  ludre,  nor  is  her 
radience  diminilhed  till  a cloud  of  ficknefs  enve- 
lopes thofe  rays  that  were,  from  their  brilliancy, 
formed  to  animate  and  cheat  mankind. 

Similar  to  the  glorious  fource  of  light  and  heat, 
when  die  emerges  from  this  obfcurity,  her  re-ani- 
mated beams  are  again  beheld  with  univerfal  plea- 
fure,  and  when  we  lofe  fight  of  her,  it  is  only  like 
the  luminary  in  quedion,  to  expeft  her  to  rife 
with  increafed  refulgence. 
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To  fiiew  the  peculiar  advantages  that  are  fecured 
through  the  ufe  of  Bear's  Greaje,  not  only  in  fick- 
nefs  but  in  health,  the  following  hiftory  of  two 
lifters,  whofe  name  and  family  we  {hall  conceal  to 
avoid  givins:  offence,  is  I'ubmitted  to  female  at- 
tendon.

obferve  without  concern,  and  thought  it  an  incum- 
bent part  oftheirduty,to  procure  her  every  alTiftance 
that  would  give  her  that  beauty  of  countenance  for 
which  Ihe  was  formerly  defervedly  admired.  At 
this  aera.  Bear’s  Grea/e  was  in  its  infancy  of  reputa-»

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beholders,  and  gave  her  that  fuperlority  of-  perfonal 
appearance  which  her  filler  was  in  pofleffion  of  prior 
to  her  afflidion. 

Her  excellence  of  dilpofition  and  agreeablenefs 
of  mind  recommended  her  to  many  fuitors,  but 
fympathy  always  direding  us  to  thofe  whofe  looks 
and  aOrions  are  in  unifon  with  our  own  inftigated 
her  to  felecl  a young  gentlemen  of  fortune,  whofe 
firft  of  accomplifhments  was  his  fincerity. 

The  defeendants  of  this  amiable  pair  Hill  con-

May  all  fuch  Arabellas 
be  punifhed  agreeable  to  the  perverfenefs  of  their 
difpofitions,  and  all  fuch  Matildas  be  rewarded 
through  their  adions  being  direded  to  conciliate 
the  affedions  of  mankind.  Arabella,  through 
negleding  to  improve  the  graces  of  perfon,  fo 
difgufted  her  fuitors  that,  to  fum  up  her  misfor- 
tunes, fire  died  an  old  maid  ! This  little  narrative 
is  inferred  to  fhew  how  neceffary  the  improvement 
of  our  perfons  is  to  our  future  advancement  and 
happinefs  in  life,  and  that  nothing  is  a fource  of 
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greater  torment  than  a want  of  proper  decency  to 
render  ourfelves  agreeable  in  every  ftage  of  human 
cxiftence. 

The  great  reputation  which  pure,  genuine,  un-

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CHAP.  VI.

HEALTH  is  fo  precarious  and  fludiuating,  that 
it  behoves  every  individual  to  improve  it  to  the 
utmoft  of  human  ability.  Thus  when  it  blooms 
upon  the  cheek,  fparkles  in  the  eye,  and  difplays 
itfelf  by  the  alertnefs,  energy,  and  vigour  of  the 
whole  form,  the  produce  of  every  clime,  the  ef_ 
fence  of  the  moft  important  difcoveries,  and  the 
abilities  of  the  ableft  of  men.  to  accomplilh  fo  de- 
firable  a purpofe,  ihould  be  employed  to  fhew  how 
fuccefs fully  the  genius  of  man  can,  if  direfted  by 
proper  views,  delineate  the  magnitude  of  thofe 


perfonal  graces,  with  which  we  have  beein  fo  am- 
ply fupplied  by  thegoodnefs  of  Omnipotence. 

The  countenance  is  avowedly  the  index  of  the 
mind  ; the  tranfitions  of  the  paflions  are  depefted 
in  that  true  mirror  of  the  heart  with  fidelity  and 
truth,  for,  be  the  character  ever  fo  hypocritical 
and  deceptions,  a perfon  need  not  poflefs  the  abi- 
lities of  tLevateVi  to  explore  the  labyrinth  of  vil- 
lany.  The  expreffion  of  the  eye  will  unravel  the 
myftery,  and  the  crimfon  flufh  of  guilt  dilplay  the 
infidious  purpofe. 

If  the  lines  of  the  countenance  are  fo  prolific  of 
expreffion,  what  improvement  can  be  deemed  fuf- 
ficienrly  valuable  to  increafe  its  beauty,  and  Ihew 
the  image  of  the  Diety  in  a ftate  of  the  greateft 
poffibleperfeiStion  ? 

when  God  formed  man  out  of  his  own  image 
and  likenefs,  he  looked  upon  the  work  as  incom- 
plete, a confideration  which  induced  him  to  attach 
to  the  head  an  ornament  that  ennobles  the  work  of 
creation,  and  bellows  a dignity  to  the  whole  hu- 
man form,  the  comprehenfibility  of  which,  can  only

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perfon,  it  gives  to  thofe  who  poflefs  it,  and  the 
wretched  appearance  of  thofe  who,  through  any 
accident  or  cafualty,  have  loft  fo  exquifite  an 
addition  to  {hape  and  feature.  As  the  performa.nce 
of  an  artift  wants  retouching  to  render  his  work 
complete,  did  the  great  Architedl  of  nature  furvey 
man  in  his  formation,  and  through  his  all  pervading 
eye,  finally  produced  him  the  wonder  of  his  kind. 
The  head  of  hair  being  therefore  the  charm  that 
rendered  the  human  form  complete,  is  it  not 
fhewing  a contempt  for  the  external  graces  of  per- 
fon, and  a pofitive  ingratitude  to  the  generous 
Donor,  not  to  preferve  it,  by  every  poffible  means, 
in  a ftate  of  the  greateft  order  and  excellence.

The  fallen  cheek, 
Ihrunk  eye,  wafted  form,  emaciated  counte- 
nance, pallid  complexion,  debilitated  hair,  all 
confpire  to  produce  a fad  retrolpecft  of  her  former 
appearance.  She  recognifes  the  time  when  the 
verdure  on  the  cheek,  the  vivacity  in  the  eye,  the 
energy  of  the  form,  the  fweetncfs  in  the  counte- 
nance, the  ruby  in  the  complexion,  and  the  lux- 
uriant perfedion  of  the  hair  were  all  happy  emblems 
of  that  ferenity  of  mind  which  the  poffeffion  of 
health  can  alone  fecure.

when  the  inintelligible  jargon  of  difeordant  founds  ’I 

are  conned  over  for  an  appellation,  the  application 
is  fo  injudicious,  as  to  prove  an  excellent  caution, 
againft  every  fpecies  of  deceptitude. 
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CHAP.  VII. 

The  Hair,  during  the  Term  of  its  Puerility, 
requiring  a temporary  Subjlitute — Proper 
Articles  recommended  for  that  Purpofe. 


HAVING  expatiated,  with  the  moft  flri(ft  re- 
gard to  truth,  on  the  unavoidable  imbecility  of  the 
hair,  the  next  confideration  that  engrolTes  our 
attention,  is  to, recommend,  during  the  term  of  its 
renovation,  a pjroper  fubftitute  or,  at  leafl,  the 
beft  that  can  be  produced  for  fo  admirable  a per- 
fonal  poffeffion. 

Without  violating  propriety,  it  may  be  aflerted 
with  confidence,  that  a lady  who  is  in  pofieffion  of 
a fine  head  of  hair,  is  bleil  with  the  firft  of  external 
accomplifliments  : but  as  every  thing  in  the  mun- 
dane fyftem,  after  arriving  at  a certain  degree  of 
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cxcellenccj  cannot  foar  any  higher,  how  neceflary 
it  is,  on  the  firft  appearance  of  a retrograde  motion, 
to  prevent  the  objeft  of  our  purfuits,  and  wiihes, 
from  falling  below  mediocrity.  A due  obfervance 
of  this,  not  inappofitely  termed  golden  rule,  ftiould 
be  the  criterion  of  our  conduft  through  life,  fince 
it  would  effeftuate  our  emancipation  from  diftrefles, 
which  might  otherwife  involve  us  in  the  moft  per- 
plexing, if  not  inextricable  difficulties. 

The  validity  of  the  above  ftrain  of  argument  is 
fubmitted  as  the  bell  recompence  for  the  prcfenC 
digreffion.  To  return  to  the  preliminary  obferva- 
tion  that  commences  this  chapter,  it  is  advifable 
for  any  lady  to  provide  againft  an  embarralTment 
that  muft  be  a fource  of  the  greateft  uneafinef^  to 
her  during  its  continuance. 

Ornamental  hair  is  particularly  valuable  on  two 
occafions,  an  affertion  in  fupport  of  which,  the 
found  doctrine  of  reafon  is  produced  to  controvert 
any  arguments,  which  the  moft  fpecious  fophiftry 
may  difplay  in  fupport  of  a contrary  opinion. 

On  emerging  from  a ftate  of  ill  health,  or  more 
properly,  a violent  illnels,  it  is  well  known  that. 
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every  atom  of  the  frame  feels  a weakncfs  and  debi- 
lity which  time  and  application  to  the  articles 
bell  calculated  for  the  purpofe  of  renovation,  can 
alone  repair.  But  nothing,  in  general,  partakes 
more  of  this  wreck  of  nature,  than  the  head  of  hair 
which,  although  it  can,  to  a certainty,  be  reftored 
through  the  efficacy  of  Bear’s  Qreaje,  yet,  it  is 
abfolutely  neceflary,  for  every  lady,  to  conceal  the 
great  defeft  it  makes  in  her  perfonal  appearance, 
until  it  effectuates  the  wifhed-for  purpofe.

The  propriety  of  parting  with  the  head  of  Hair 
when  a lady  is  convinced  that  a different  tint  or 
lhade  is  more  adapted  to  difplay  the  charms  of  her 
perfon  cannot  be  controverted,  fince  it  is  fanftioned 
by  thofe  very  identical  principles  that  endear  us 
to  each  other.  Is  not  a defire  of  pleafing  others,  as 
well  as  ourfelves,  implanted  in  our  nature  ? And 
without  having  the  moll  diflant  idea  of  offending 
female  delicacy,  but  with  the  laudable  defign  of 
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rendering  thofe  paragons  of  creation  ftill  more 
lovely  to  their  admirers  j it  is  an  incumbent  duty 
to  obferve  that  many  heads  of  hair  are  fo  fombre, 
dark,  and  cloudy,  as  to  totally  obfcure,  inftead  of 
improve  the  native  charms  of  countenance.  A 
lady  thus  circumftanced,  even  at  the  moft  attradive 
periods  of  life,  cannot  fecure  that  attention,  that 
refped,  that  admiration,  which  others  more  favor- 
ably gifted  in  this  particular,  by  providence  com- 
mand at  pleafure.  Be  her  complexion  ever  fo  fair, 
her  features  ever  fo  beautifully  difpofed,  and  the 
contour  of  her  face  ever  fo  agreeable,  the  depriva- 
tion of  this  great  Ornament  will,  like  the  fun  en- 
veloped in  a cloud,  eclipfe  her  every  perfedion^ 
Thus  fituated,  even  in  her  prime  fhe  will  have  the 
mortification  to  be  adjudged  much  more  advanced 
in  life  than  her  feniors  by  many  years.  Nothing 
gives  a female  a more  juvenile  appearance  than  a 
becoming  Head  of  Hair,  and  nothing  fhews  her 
defeds,  and  conceals  her  charms  more  than  the 
confequences  that  often  attend  its  negled,  and 
fometimes  is  irreparable  from  the  reafons  above 
deferibed.  Although  the  hand  of  nature  for  a pur- 
pofe  furpaffing  human  comprehenfion,  cannot  with- 
out pofitive  blafphemy  be  queftioned,  yet  the  ap- 
pearance being  fo  inimical  to  true  beauty  muft  be 
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deemed  unnatural,  and  prove  a fufficient  ftimulus 
for  every  lady  to  repair,  to  thejutmoft  of  her  power, 
a defect  which  Ihould  not  caufc  her  the  lead:  un- 
eafinefs,  from  being  the  difpenfation  of  providence^ 
and  confequently  unavoidable. 

The  only  probable  m.cans  of  remedying  any 
grievance,  is  to  point  out  its  difadvahtages,  and 
then,  like  a good  phyfician,  prefcribe  what  v/ill 
ftrike  at  the  root  of  difeafe.  The  ferious  peruiai 
of  this  pamphlet  will,  from  the,  truths  it  inculcates, 
prove  of  general  ufe  to  mankind,  and  be  affured, 
that  no  fubftance  isfo  renovating  as  Bear's  Greafe, 
and  no  fubftitute  fo  valuable  on  certain  occafions  as 
ornamental  hair.

When  the  hair  has,  by  this  requifite  care,  in  fome 
meafure  recovered  its  natural  tone  and  vigour,  the

The  aftonifhing  difference  which  the  Ample  ope- 
ration of  combing  the  hair  when  regularly  per« 
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formed,  rnakes  in  that  great  ornament  of  perfon, 
is  a cc  nvidlion  that  pains  cannot  be  bellowed  to  a 
better  or  more  recompenfing  purpofe. 

If  individuals  will  be  direfled  by  precedent,  let 
them  enquire  of  thofe  who  have  made  thefe  de- 
firable  experiments,  and  the  favourable  intelligence 
they  will  of  courfe  receive,  cannot  fail  of  operating 
to  their  advantage. 

But  as  many  perfons,  from  a laudable  defire  of 
convidlion  which  cannot  be  cenfured  but  fhould, 
on  the  contrary,  be  highly  extolled,  had  rather 
depend  upon  their  own  penetration  and  knowledge, 
let  them  make  the  trial,  and  the  charafter  of  Bear's 
Greaje  ftand  or  fall  in  their  eftimation,  according 
to  what  is  effedled  by  it,  when  ufed  according  to 
the  following  direflions,  and  in  conjundtion  with 
the  regular  attendance  of  a mailer  of  his  profeflion.

hour  than  can  often  be  repaired  in  a year.  This 
caution  is  particularly  addreffed  to  thofe  perfons 
who  may  be  influenced  to  become  their  own  tonfors 
or  depute  a favourite  fervant  to  an  office  of  which 
he  may  know  a little  of  the  theory,  but  is  too  often 
loft  for  want  of  practice. 

Another  obfervation,  which  fhould  be  particu- 
larly attended  to,  that  nothing  is  fo  fure  a caufe  of 
the  hair  becoming  weak  and  impoverifhed,  as  the 
fcurf  which  gathers  in  great  quantities  to  the  head, 
and  by  adhering  to  the  roots,  will  infallibly  prove 
its  deftrudlion,  if  not  regularly  combed  away  with 
the  greateft  refolution  and  perfeverance. 

The  author  of  this  pamphlet,  to  prevent  any 
caufe  of  complaint  originating,  in  future,  from  his 
friends  and  the  public  not  being  immediately  fup- 
plied  vi^ith  thofe  quantities  of  Bear’s  Greafe  they
